The bank had been open for just one 
hour when the comptroller took charge 
of its affairs. The closing came as a 
surprise to the officers.

B lind See. 
Dr. Oscar A. King, the well known 
insanity expert, and head of tie Oak 
woods sanitarium, at Lake Geneva, 
does not believe that a blind boy was 
made to see by the use of the X ray 
He says: 
“ Waiving the merits of the 
case, the report assumes a contradic­ 
tion.'’ “ The boy sees nothing until he 
looks through the fluoroscope, when 
iw is reported that he could distin­ 
guish different objects, but 
with 
oui 
the U6C of the 
X 
ray waa 
as 
blind 
as 
ever. 
The 
human 
eye, as I understand it, is unable to 
detect the R tengen ray. 
If the boy 
saw it he could apparently see more 
than any one else can see. 
The ob 
jects it is said he could distinguiah 
through the fluoroscope were noth 
ing but shadowgraphs aud probably 
the light he is thought to nave seen 
was nothing but the ordinary tluorc- 
escence which accompanies the X ray. 
If the boy could see the fiuoroescence 
he could see white ,ight but the re­ 
port says he was blind to white light. 
The whole story is very improbable and 
impossible as stated 
As to the re 
port concerning Mr. Edison’s experi­ 
ments it is also incredible, and I doubt 
lf Mr. Edison is responsible for it. 
It 
is possible that white rays can be seen 
in cates where blindness is due to 
some opacity in the eye ball prevent­ 
ing the light 
rays from 
passing 
through the retina. 
However, when 
the retinue is degenerated, sight is im­ 
possible. Again, blind people, as every 
physician will admit, are very imagi­ 
native. 
Leading questions and the 
fact that an attempt is being made to 
test their eyes, would naturally stimu­ 
late their fancy.
